Ideally,  the  Forensic  team  is  an  organization  of 
those  interested  in  developing  the  oral-communica¬ 
tive  arts.

Forensic  competition  is  divided  into  three  basic 
classifications:  oratory,  dramatics  and  extempora¬ 
neous  speaking.

Drama 
contestants  perform  material  taken  from  various 
plays  and  movies.  In  extemporaneous  speaking, 
contestants  are  asked  to  speak  on  current  topics 
with  only  twenty  minutes  preparation. 

It  takes  years  of  practice  to  develop  a  strong 
team  in  debate,  another  area  of  forensic  competi¬ 
tion.

The  Third  Order  is  a  member  of  the 
living  Church  of  Christ.  It  is  through  the 
Third  Order  that  Christianity  reaches 
every  aspect  of  man  s  life  5  not  only  his 
religious  activities,  but  his  thoughts,  his 
affections,  his  work,  his  leisure,  his  strug¬ 
gles.  The  purpose  of  the  Third  Order  is 
the  total  sanctification  of  its  members  in 
their  particular  state  of  life.  At  St.  An¬ 
thony’s,  the  Third  Order  tries  to  accom¬ 
plish  this  by  various  means.  Chief  among 
them  are  Catholic  Action  and  Instruction. 

Catholic  Action  takes  its  form  in  trips 


to  orphanages  and  the  collection  of  various 
literature  for  the  handicapped.  Instruction 
in  the  Christian-Franciscan  way  of  life 
takes  place  at  fraternity  meetings  twice  a 
month;  while  once  a  month  all  gather  for 
prayer  and  Benediction  of  the  Blessed  Sac¬ 
rament.  While  the  rudiments  of  the  Third 
Order  as  a  way  of  life  appeal  to  few,  those 
who  are  aware  of  what  it  is  know  the 
meaning  of  Francis’  words:  uIt  is  in  giv¬ 
ing  that  we  receive.”
